Newton derives its name from New- 
ton Doolittle, son of the community’s 
founder Roger Doolittle. The county of 
Newton is named for Sir Isaac Newton, 
the English philosopher and mathemati- 
cian. 

Newton preserves the past along 
the red-brick Church Street. Listed in the 
U.S. Register of Historical Places, 
Church Street is lined with examples of 
early 20th century architecture. Newton 
presents the talents and hospitality of 
the community through special events 
such as the Open Air A-Fair held in May. 
During the day-long event, residents 
bring out their best homemade foods, 


crafts, arts and talents to the downtown 
area. The Newton County Concert Se- 
ries and presentations by the Newton 
Arts Council offer further presentations 
of local, state and national talents. 

Newton extends the beauty and 
bounty of the great outdoors. Hunting, 
fishing and competitive sports are en- 
joyed throughout the year. Located just 
north of town is the Pat Harrison Water- 
way’s Turkey Creek Water Park. Cam- 
ping, swimming, boating or a family pic- 
nic are specialties of this new park.

Clarke College is a religious school, not a Bible School. The differences between the two 
are important. The Bible School has a curriculum much like a seminary. History is studied 
from the standpoint of its relationship to the Biblical student. The same is true for science, 
mathematics, psychology, sociology, ethics, and all other such subjects. 

Clarke College is structured around a common core of subjects, which the religion stu- 
dent shares with other educated people. These common studies in Bible, English, math, sci- 
ence, art, history and the like provide a common ground of understanding. They make up 
approximately one-third of the hours toward the Bachelor’s degree. The subjects contribute 
to the mindset of the graduates from all like accredited colleges. These, graduates are the 
people who will be teaching in the schools and colleges in the land and leading the community 
for the next fifty years. They will also be sitting in the pews and working in Baptist churches. 
Our graduates will be ministering to them. 

After mastering the common core subjects, the religion student satisfies another core 
of religious materials. This core is shared by all those who major in religion, with concentra- 
tions in Bible, religious education, or philosophy. This core is fifteen per cent of the total re- 
quired hours for the degree. The student then concentrates in one area. Devoting one-tenth 
of his hours to that separate concentration. When the religion student at.Clarke finishes with 
a BA from Mississippi College, our graduate has six hours of Bible and twelve hours of Greek 
in the common core, eighteen hours of religious studies in the religion core, twelve hours 
of studies in the concentration area, plus as much as twenty-four hours of religion courses 
in the elective part of the degree. 

No, we are not a Bible School. However, a student can leave Clarke College with as many 
as seventy-two hours out of one hundred and twenty in religious studies, plus a liberal arts 
education meeting the high standards of the Southern Association of Colleges and Schools.

- Language 

The Division of Languages effers basic courses in the Departments of English, Speech 
and Drama, Reading, and Foreign Languages. 

The English Department has a three-fold purpose: (1) To provide a program which will 
help the student acquire the necessary skills in English grammar and literature to complete 
two years of college English; (2) to utilize a competency-level approach which will insure a 
satisfactory transfer to a senior institution; and (3) to use a Developmental English Program 
which permits the student deficient in English to begin a college program with aid given in 
the area of deficiency. 

The ultimate aim in the Speech and Drama Department is to help the student receive prac- 
tical and functional experience in the communication fields. In the speech curriculum, the ba- 
sic principles of effective speech preparation and delivery are emphasized. In the drama cur- 
riculum, assisting the student to attain a greater understanding and appreciation of the art 
and aesthetics found in drama is stressed. 

The Reading Department offers a program consisting of three courses designed to help 
the student improve his skills in comprehension, rate of reading, and vocabulary. Effective 
study techniques and library skills are emphasized. 

The Foreign Languages Department has two general objectives: (1) to develop basic 
competence in understanding, speaking, reading and writing a foreign language; and (2) to 
w cultivate an appreciation of the culture and civilization of the people whose language is being 

studied.
